sider cy, ‘The borrowing of money has become 
such a matter. of custom, and the evil it brings 
in its traia are looked upon as so unavoidable, 
that a man loses no respect amongst Lis collen- 
guesfor incurring a debt, This. most deplor: 
able state of affairs is acting os,a brake to 
Progress, both to the individual and to the 
trade of the Presidency, oe 
_ Aman iocurs a small debt, and if he im- 
mediately starts to regularly pay the. in- 
terest and a part of the capital, and con- 
tinues until the debt is cleared, .not much 
harm is done, but this ta not’ what usually 
Happens. ‘A debt is incurred, and the interest 
| .thereon is not paid for some months, when 
& promissory note is put forward by the Sow¢ar 
to be signed for an amount equal to the sum 
. shown on the promissory note, plus compound 
jnterest varying fiom 450 to 1,000 per cent. 
perannum. Thi tice ia repeated until the 
amount of the debt is far more than the debtor 
_ an ever hopeto poy, when’ his. children or 
relatives are inveigted into the transxction.to 
avoid imprisonment or disclosure in the Law 
Courts, The sins of the fathers are in this 
manner handed down, and young men starting 
., in life are burdened with the debts of their 
ancestors. The different methods, of the Sow- 
cars to extract money from their victims are too 
well-known to need recapitulation here.. A 
man burdened with debt is a sorry character, 
_ and when he accepts the loan, he rarely realises 
tho difficulties he is creating for himself. He 
loses self-respect, and when worried. by the 
Sowcar is unable to perform his daily routine of 
work satisfactorily, with the result that he loses 
the eateem of his superiors, and is passed over 
by other men when the time for promotion 
i This must necesgarily affect his wife 
ren, and deprive them of comforts 
they would otherwise enjoy ;'and, further, 
owing tp the want of means, he,js ‘unable Yo 
‘educate his children in a manner they have a 
right to expect. ‘They are in turn handicapped 
in the competition for life which ‘grows keener. 
every day. Debts are usually incurred for 
marti deaths sickne: necessary expen- 
diture—which a man must xpect, and should 
provide for by regulating his expenditure, and: 
saving a portion of his salary monthly, - The
